or alive, th y are like to pay for that care your 
_ Church takes for their well-being. 

But I wonder that your Clergy , who have 
power by their Maſſes and Indulgences to deli- 
ver Souls out of Purgatory as faſt as they pleaſe, 
ſhould be ſo hard-hearted as to let them lie 
there ,” except they or their friends have paid 
for their deliverance: And I wonder as much 
at your Peoples folly , that they don't. make a 

. lufficient proviſion of Indulgences while they 
live, for to- carry their Souls ſtraightway to 
Heaven 3 being they could get more than 
enough by aying ſome Prayers, or viſiting cer- 
tain Shrines and Churches which have an extra» 
qrdinary faculty that way. 

But what if the Scripture faith , That the 
Souls of the Faithful when they rt out of 
this life do not go into a place of Torments ? 
muſt we needs be damn'd if webelieveit before 
the Pope ? In the Revelations , Bleſſed are they 
that die in the Loyd, for they reft from their labours, 3+ 
aud their works follow them : their own works 
follow them, not the ſxtisfaory works or paſ- 
ſions of the Fryers and they reſt from their la- 
bours, and therefore are not ina place of Tor- 
ments. Certainly, St- Foby had been an Here- 
tick too, but that Purgatory was not found out

 T cart but commend the modelty of your 
Clergy, that they have not inſerted their new- 
devited Dorines in the holy Scripture , but 
rather hid the Scripture from the People: bur 
I do hugely ſuſpe& their honeſty to perſwade 
men to relie upon ſuch imaginary things as In- 
dulgences and Purgatory, when the beſt argu-

G. Indeed if your tale be true, your Prieſts 
have a moſt unlimited Power z and cxcept 
uſe it aright , the poor people are like to {mare 
for it. *Tis a thing muſt make them verydeax 
and precious to the Laity , that except they re» 
pent , a penitent ſinner he muſt go to Hell not- 
withſtanding his repenting and begging for 
mercy. - But ſure you forget one thing in their 
commendation, that they are as infallible as the 
Pope; nay more, that they do as well as God 
know the hearts of men : for *twould bea very 
odd thing if they ſhould abſolve a wicked Hy- 

criteand ſend him to Heaven, or ſend a true 
Penicent to Hell by refuſing to abſolve him. 
What a dreadful thing muſt a Prieſt be amo 
you? and how carcful myſt your people be to 
pleaſe them, when. by their only.thoughes they 
can damn them as faſt as they will ?. If his in- 
tention be wanting when he baptizeth .a Child, 
the poor Creature will live and dic a Heathen. 
If when he niarrics he intepds it not, Maſter 
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Bridegroorn in ſicad of a Wife hath got none 
but a Concubine. In the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper, he may chance to make the peo. 
e worſhip nothing but a Wafer, if he doth not 
intentionally conſecrate, And who knows but 
chat intention might be wanting in the Ordinas . 
tion of a Prieft, of the Pope himſelf, or of ſome 
of their Predeceſſors ? and then how great are 


_ * the miſchiefs that follow thereupon? Are nop 
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thoſe very pious DoGtrines ? and don't they 
well deſerve the Councils curſe that will not 
believe them ? Your Clergy-mens Power is 
indeed much to be admired , that they can get 
credit to ſuch ſtuff as this , and impoſe ſo groſly 
upon the people. | 

P. No wonder if you are injurious to our 
Miniſters, when you are ſo to the Sacraments 
themſelves 3 making them to be but ſigns to put 
us jn mind of what they fignifie. We differ as 
much from you in this, as in the precedent Ar- 
ticle: for we are taught by the holy Council, 
That Sacraments confer Grace to the Receivers, 
opere opergto, by their own immediate vertue and 
efficacy. As the fire burns by its ſelf, (faith Bel- 
larmine) not by the dryneſs of the wood; iſo the 
Sacraments give Grace by their own ſelves without 
any diſpeſttion or qualification be required of the Re- 
cezver, and net as Heroticks ſay by exciting faith, 
ce.

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.. G: By Mr. Bellarmine's L 99 leave, we dero« 
gate; nothing from the Ordination or the Mini 
{trations of Clergy-men, much leſs from the 
two Sacraments which Chriſt inſtituted 3 they 
all really give and exhibit what they ſignifie:z 
by them God conveys his Grace really and effe-- 
Qually , at all tjmes , and toall Receivers now 
poxentibus obicem-;, that do not hinder their efti- 
cacy by their indiſpoſition and perverſeneſs. But 
*tis very ſtrange that you make ſpiritual Graces 
to be inherent in things material, as if they wers 
their natural properties; and make thoſe Ele. 
ments to work: upon our ſouls by themſelves 
more powerfully , than that very matter that is 
perſonally united .to them. And *tis likely to- 
prove a great hindrance to Devotion and Holi- 
neſs, to tell the people, that whatſoever their 
preparations or the condition of their Souls be,, 
they ſhall certainly. receive the Grace offered. in. 
the Sacraments : ſo that if a dying wicked man 
can but make the Prieſt to believe that he hath 
attrition or contrition enough to be in a capa- 
city of having the Sacrament adminiſired to 
him, then the Abſolution and Extream UnQi- 
on. will conjure him up to Heaven by their ab- 
{truſe. and powerful vertue : And then who 
would be at the trouble of living ſoberly, righ- 
tcouſly , and godly, as the Goſpel requires, 
when one may be ſaved without it ? I might 
bring Scriptures againſt this opinion , but it 
confutes it ſelf; and I believe the Owners of it 
will rather mi{-repreſent, than defend it.. - Bur 
ſure the Fathers of Trent were. got in an..ill

And the truth is, 
I could much ſooner weep when I think of the 
fad Diviſions which are betwixt the hearts, as 
well as the judgments of Chriſtians. . Though 


_ I have an averlion to ſome of your DoQrines, 


yet Taffure you Thave none for you, nor any 
others that diffent from our Church. And 
would to God our different Opinions had not 
fo utterly deſtroyed not only Chriſtian Charity, 
but even Humanity 3 ſuch bloudy and unnatu- 
ral Dodtrines and. Practices as you now menti- 
oned , had never been ſeen nor heard of. And 
for all your {uddain paflion , I am perſwaded 
you have ſo much of humane Nature in your 
breaſt, that if you conſult your heart upon (e- 
cond thoughts, you'll tind-in it ſome abhor- 
rence to thoſe cruelties as have often been uſed 
againſt diſſenting Chriſtians by thoſe that pre- 
tended to be better, if not the beſt of that 
Nnaine - ; 

-P. Truly I confeſs that in cold bloud I ſhould 
be unwilling to uſe ſuch ſeverities againſt any 
body ' and for my own {elf, I would not perſe- 
cute any man upon the account of Religion.

all the Clergy hath upon him, the numerous Le-.

fire and water to agree, Thad almoſt ſaid reconcile 
Heaven and Earth. But there is enough ſaid 
already to prove that. As for your diſclaiming 
friendſhip with us, it only perſwades me that 
you are of thoſe generous Friends who oblige 
people behind their backs, without deſiring that 
any notice ſhould be taken of it: for to uſe 
Mr. Loves words, pag- 22. When »0# had put 
down the Peſts and Plagne-ſores of the Kingdom, 
Epiſcopacy and Common-Prayer-Books, you therc- 
by advanced our intereſt greatly , and did us a 
notable piece of ſervice; for then you left no 
viſible Church, no known Rules of DoGtines, 
no ſet form of Government and Diſcipline : fo 
that whilſt your tedious Rabbies were hammer- 
ing in their brains the new form of a future 
Church , according to their fcveral fancies, or 
according to the Pattern in the Mount, the people 
werefain to betake them(clves.,ſome to the Com- 
munion of our Church, as not a few did, and 
other ſome to Madneſs an ' Enthuſiaſm , as did 
a great many more.

That 
manner of blaſpbemous and borrid Opinions wer: 
openly written ayd publiſhed , that there was it 
many Atheiſm and contewspt of Religion, iu other; 
Scepticiſm aud Irreſolution in many, end that ſons 
were grows to that heigth of wickedneſs as to war- 
fp the Devil himſelf. And there they complain 
O, That ſome by their back:ſliding and apoſtacy 
fell fram the truth to Popery, as being thevnly Reli- 
giou wherein unity aud order was retained. Al] 
which how naturally they ifſucd from your late 
doings,and how much the Pope and Devil were 
' beholding to you tor, I leave to your own con- 
{cienciouſneſs to confider. And one thing more

And Fobn Arrowſw:ith betoxe the Houſe of Com- 
mons calls him his Dear Sovereign : They (faith 
he) that bronght our King into this Civil War, are 
a Generation of ſcornful men that laugh at our Buil- 
ders,” as Sanballat and his Complices did at Nehe- 
 miah, What is this thing as ye do ?: will ye rebel 
againft the King ? a Generation which can neither 
find in their bearts to afford a good word of advice 
to our Dread and Dear Sovereign, &c. But *tis 
more than probable that by a worſe than Jeſui- 
* tical Equivocation, you meant only a notional 
King,the workmanſhip of your deceitful Brains:

And he 
ſaid pag. 57. That the Saints and moſt Religious 
bad ventured their Lives, Fortunes, Children, and 
all for the ſafety of the King. One would have 
taken him then for- a great Royaliſt, but that 
there was an unlucky Equivocation in the caſe, 
The Scripture (ſaith he pag, 28.) bids us to be 
ſubje@ to the Higher Powers, it doth not bid us to be 
ſicbjeQ to the will of thoſe who are in bigheſt places.

0# of the late King and bis Adberents in ſo many 
pitcht Battels, and in this Nations univerſal for- 
ſaking of Charles Stuart, and the total overtbrow 
of him and his Army , whether by theſe Providen- 
ces God bath not plainly removed the Government 
from Charles Stuart, and beſtmwed it upon others, 
as ever bt removed and beſtowed any Governmnt by 
any Providence in any Age ? Whether a refuſal to 
yield Obedience and Subjefion to this preſent Go- 
wernment, be not a refuſal to acquieſce in the wiſe 
and righteous pleaſure of God, and a flat breach of 
zbe fifth Commandment ? 'Therefore he ſaith in 
his Humble Petition, That be looks wpon it as bis 
duty to the then. Amthority to yield all aftive and

Let every ſoul be ſubjed to the 
bigher powers, for there is no power but of God, the 
Powers that be are ordained of God : whoſoever 
therefore reſifteth the power, reſiſteth the ordinance of 
God , and they that refift ſhall receive to themſelves 
damnation. — V. 5. Wherefore ye muſt be ſubjet, 
#0t only for wrath, but alſo for conſcience ſake. Here 
you (ce that neither Pope nor Puritan is except- 
cd, but every ſorl is to be ſubjeT : this was writ- 
ten when the Higher Powers ' were Heathen,

voured to deſiroy the Goſpel 3' and yet for all 
that, they muſt not be rebelled againſt, and their

Submit your ſelves to every Ordinance of 
mer far the Lords ſake , whether it be to the King 
as Supreme , or unto Governours as uuto them that 
are ſent by him ; — far ſo is the will of God, that 
with well-doing ye may put to filence the ignorance 
of fooliſh men.z' as free, but not uſing your liberty 
« for a cloak of maliciouſyeſy , but as the ſervants of 
God. ———— Fear God, honor the King. You 
ſee it is the will of God. that with well-doing, 
(that is) by obeying the King and bis Governours,we 
ſhould put to ſilence the ignorance of fooliſh men, 
who thought that Religion freed them from the 
yoke of ſubjecion : and that we ſhould not make 
Chriſtian liberty 4 cloak of malicieuſneſs, a prc- 
tence of Diſobedience and Rebellion ; but as ſer- 
vants to God, honour the King, and ſubmit our 
ſelves to him for the Lords ſake» Therefore it is 
a great impiety and hypocrific to pretend Gods 
cauſe and mitereſt for rebelling and diſobeying, 
when he bids us for his ſake to obey and to be

Now therefore let no Chriſtian dare to go 
againſt theſe ſo many and ſo plain and exprefs 
Scriptures in diſobeying or reliſting his King and 
Sovereign under pretence of Religion, or of re- 
moving evil Councellors, or of fighting for the 
Kings Authority againſt his Perſon,or becauſe the 
Pope or the Presbyterian Synod enjoin him ſo to 
do, for the good of ſouls, for the cauſe and intereſt of 
Chrift and the Goſpel: for youſee that God makes 
no reſervations, and allows of no diſtinctions or 
equivocations, but bids every ſoxl to be ſubjeti,and 
threatens damnation to any that ſhall not. And 
now,Sirs,I leave you to meditate upon what you 
have heard , and I heartily wiſh it may do you
